Wiare in receipt of Farm Bulletin 
No. 96 issued from the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. It treats of good roads 
for farmers and contains some valuable 
information on road construction. Mr. 
Maurice O. Eldridge Assistant Director, 
Office of Road Inquiry, is the author. 
He says: 

"An essential feature of a good road is 
good drainage and the principles of good: 
drainage remain substantially the same 
whether the road be constructed of 
earth, gravel, shell, stones or asphalt. 
The first demand for good drainage is to 
attend to the shape of road surface. 
Thia must be "crowned," or rounded up 
toward the center, so that there may be 
a fall from the center to the Bides, thus 
compelling ihe water to How rapidly 
from the surface into the gutters which 
should be constructed on one or both 
sides and from there in turn lie di 
charged into larger or more open rha 
nals. Furthermore, it is necessary that 
no water be allowed to How across a 
roadway; culvert*, tile, stone, or box 
drains should be provided for that pur- 
pose." 

When it is known that 37,000 tons of 
water fall on each uils of roail every 
year it will readily he seen, how import- 
ant the matter of drainage is in the con- 
struction of good permanent roads. We 
' will say for our supervisor Mr. Border 
that be has this idea well in hand and is 
working along these lines and so far as 
we are.able to judge is doing exce 
work.
